Army Men Begin State Tour 
in Quest of Quota of 
3,472 Men. 


With the president’s authority to 
begin the fourth enrollment period 
for the civilian conservation corps, 
army men left early Sunday morn- 
ing for Eton, Ga., on an itinerary 
that will take them throughout the 
state to procure Georgia's quota of 
approximately 3,472 men. 

Major Charles T. Senay. regular 
army officer, is in charge of the en- 
rollment party. Assisting him will 
be Lieutenant (junior grade), James 
E. Reeves, United States navy; First 
Lieutenant Robert H. deJarnette and 
First Lieutenant William FE. Hutto, 
Georgia medical reservists; Sergeants 
Henry Hollis, Cecil Mayes, James T. 
Richardson and Charlie LL. Grigg, all 
of the Atlanta recruiting district: Ser- 
geants Harold L. Mitchell, Jones 
F. McGahan, John W. Caudle and 
George D. Smith. of the twenty-second 
infantry at Fort McPherson. 

Begining today at Eton 120 single 
white men between the ages of 18 
and 25 years will be enrolled and 
sent to Georgia camp F-7, near Eton. 
On Tuesday Major Senay and his as- 
sistants will enroll 115 of the same 
class of men at Blue Ridge for Geor- 
gia camp F-8, near that town. 

Returning to Atlanta Thursday the 
party will recruit approximately 192 
men here. Included in the group to 
be procured here are 139 young white 
men, 50 white World War veterans 
and three negro World War veterans. 
Headquarters of district B at Fort 
McPherson is to receive 52 white jun- 
iors, while Georgia camps F-1 and 
F-11, both located near Gainesville, 
will take care of the 87 white juniors 
and the 50 white World War veterans, 
respectively. The three negro World 
War veterans will be sent to Corinth, 
Mississippi. 

A total of 157 white men and 
27 negroes will be enrolled here on 
July 6 for shipment to camps _ lo- 
eated at Ellijay. Ga.. and Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn... while on July 7 134 
white men will be enrolled at Warm 
Springs for the camps at Warm 
Springs and Columbus. 

Albany will be the scene of procure- 
ment on July 9, when 117 young white 
men, 20 white World War veterans 
and 20 negro juniors will be enrolled 
for camps at Albany, Chattanooga 
and Gainesville. On July 10, the 
party will move to Valdosta for the 
procurement of 183 junior whites 
who are to be orderd to camps at 
Fargo, Ga.. and St. George. Ga., 
Homerville, Ga.. will be the rendezvous 
on July 11. One hundred and fifty- 
three junior whites will be recruited 
there and placed in Georgia camp 
P-52, near Homerville. “Juniors” are 
between the ages of 18 and 25 years. 

Two hundred and thirty-six white 
juniors will be procured at Brunswick 
on July 12 and shipped to camps at 
Brunswick and Woodbine, and July 
13 and 14 will be spent at Savannah 
in enrolling 445 junior whites and

SCHOOLS DEMAND ATTENTION. 

In a recent address to University 
of Georgia students, Dr. Gordon G. 
Singleton, director of information 
and statistics of the Georgia edu- 
cational department, declared that 
Georgia had some of the best and 
some of the poorest schools in the 
nation, and urged the adoption of 
an educational program that would 
include a reconstructed curriculum, 
able and well-trained teachers, a 
nine-month school term for every 
child in Georgia and a financial pro- 
gram that will guarantee that these 
ends may be provided. 

Going into statistics regarding 
the inadequacy of school terms, Dr. 
Singleton said that last year 688 
children were enrolled in schools 
that had a term of only 60 days; 
65,311 white and 143,350 negro 
children were enrolled in schools 
having a term of six months or less, 
while 198,635 white and 186,320 
negro children .attended schools 
having less than a nine-month term. 

Going into the matter of the 
teachers who are in charge of the 
children in these schools, he stated 
that there are 905 white and 2,747 
negro teachers in Georgia who do 
not hold state certificates, which 
means that they are teaching under 
a county license, presumably be- 
cause they cannot qualify for state 
certificates, and, in most instances, 
they are teaching in the schools 
which have such very short terms. 

The deplorable lack of money for 
financing the operation of the rural 
schools is shown in the fact that 
many white teachers receive only 
$200 per year, while there are 
many instances where the pay is 
less than $150. 

And even with these small sala- 
ries there are many instances where 
the teachers are not paid, but con- 
tinue teaching for merely board and 
room. Dr. Singleton pointed out 
that while the NRA had operated to 
increase the wages of many in in- 
dustrial pursuits, nothing whatever 
had been done for the teachers, 
who were paying the most severe 
penalty of all classes of workers in 
order to keep the schools in opera- 
tion, 

In many of the small counties the 
taxes are not sufficient to bear the 
expense of school operation, and 
the funds from the state are totally 
lacking to make up the deficit. 

This is a Severe arraignment 
against the multiplicity of small 
counties in Georgia. The court- 
house politicians ‘“‘get theirs,” but 
when it comes to providing ade- 
quate schoolhouses, with competent 
teachers to operate a full nine- 
month term in educating the chil- 
dren of the county—the money is 
all gone. 

A meeting of distinguished citi- 
zens was recently held in Macon 
when an organization was formed 
to provide additional revenue for 
the schools, so that the undesir- 
ablé educational condition could be 
corrected and the equality of edu- 
cational opportunity be realized. 
‘The task before them is one of 
the most important that confronts 
the state, and if funds for schools 
cannot be provided out of state 
funds, then the move should be 
made for county mergers that will 
eliminate useless overhead in po-

CONCRETE FOR PERMANENCE. 

One of the outstanding features 
of the recent $10,000,000 stock 
yards fire in Chicago was revealed 
when workmen, clearing away the, 
debris, disclosed that the terrific 
heat of the fire had done little dam- 
age to concrete buildings and ap- 
purtenances of the vast yards that 
were made of concrete. 

The 10-story Exchange building, 
which has a reinforced concrete 
frame, was gutted, but examination 
shows that little damage was done 
to the frame and that it can be re- 
paired at small cost. Several other 
buildings, not having concrete 
frames, were either totally de- 
Stroyed, or damaged beyond repair. 

Acres of wooden pens filled with 
cattle were destroyed, and after the 
fire all that remained were a few 
charred posts and the concrete wa- 
tering troughs, thousands of which 
came through the flames unscathed, 

After a survey of the ruins, Fire 

Marshal Corrigan advised the stock 
yards authorities that in rebuilding 
the cattle pens should be con- 
Structed of concrete and that re- 
stored buildings be built of fire- 
proof material. 
The lesson of this, Chicago's 
‘second great conflagration, jis the 
|permanency of concrete, and the 
insurance it provides against dam- 
age from flames. Where great steel 
girders were bent and twisted by 
heat, concrete posts holding them 
up went unscathed. 

In planning buildings of the in- 
‘dustrial and commercial type, the 
test given concrete structures in 
the stock yards fire should have 
weight in choosing material to be 
used. Not only is it an insurance 
against loss by fire, but it will 
greatly reduce the cost of insur- 
ance.

WHY DO WE OVEREAT? 

Instinctively the body craves food 
at least once a day. Actually most 
plain and fancy eating is done for 
other reasons than hunger, or for no 
good reason at all. 

Hunger is the primitive demand of 
the cells or tissues for (1) fuel food 
to convert into energy or vital heat, 
or for growth and the repair of wear 
and tear; (2) vitamins, each of which 
serves a special nutritional function 
and is essential for life and health; 
(3) minerals, which maintain proper 
fluid balance within the cells, and en- 
ter into the formation of strong teeth 
and bones, vigorous muscles and 
nerves. 

Due to mamrogne selection, ultra-re- 
finement and «faulty preparation or 
cooking, our diet generally includes 
an excess of fuel food but a shortage 
of vitamins and minerals. In the in- 
stinctive effort to appease hunger we 
are likely to consume a greater bulk of 
fuel food than the body can readily 
handle, and the surplus accumulates 
in the body, stored in fat layers un- 
der the skin, in the abdomen and in 
and around the internal organs, 
especially the heart, liver and kidneys. 
In health a certain amount of fat is 
stored in these same places in the 
body, to be drawn upon for fuel] in 
case the food supply fails or falls be- 
low the body’s daily requirement. 

You skinny ones know I love you 
as long as you can take it on the only 
chin you have with a wan little smile. 
But I certainly like my women plump. 
I’m speaking, of course, as a health 
authority purely. However that’s the 
way I like ‘em anyway you take it. 
Now as your sympathetic friend and 
admirer, discriminatively, may I not 
suggest that you read over the preced- 
ing three paragraphs carefully and 
make sure you grasp the little lesson 
in nutrition that is compressed into 
them. Don’t cut it out. It is really 
quite simple, and if you are not a 
veritable dumbbell, you should be able 
to learn everything said there so that 
in your own words you cau tell it to 
anybody else. Clipping such things 
and filing or pasting im scrapbooks is 
the worst way in the world to learn, 
though such files or scrapbooks may 
be interesting keepsakes or relics. 

Natural hunger has long _ since 
ceased to be the main reason why we 
eat. Artificial restrictions or conven- 
tions of civilized life, operating as 
does captivity or domestication upon 
animals, modify the normal factors of 
hunger and condition the reflexes con- 
cerned in eating. 

How often we eat because host or 
hostess, expects us to enjoy the food 
offered? Social eating is a universal 
sin: 

Most persons will partake of un- 
wanted food at any time for the sake 
of trying some novel dish or flavor 
or change of environment. 

Like Pavlov’s white mice we easily 
learn to water at the mouth in re- 
sponse to the dinner bell instead of 
reacting to hunger in the natural way. 
We eat because it is time to eat, ev- 
erybody’s doing it now and we hate 
to be even figuratively a skeleton at 
the feast. 

We eat because we have learned to 
enjoy the stimulation we get from 
certain foods, particularly meat and 
meat extractives as in broth or soup, 
sauce or gravy; and having cultivated 
this habit we feel let down an 
‘weak’ when we are unable to hare 
our aceustomed stimulation at the 


usual time. ae

TEN MORE RS DIE 
IN NAZIS PURGING DRIVE

BERLIN, July 1.—TChancellor Hit- 
ler was reported today to have car- 
ried on his purge-by-death of the nazi 
party by having 10 additional rebell- 
ing storm troop leaders executed, 
bringing the total killed in this man- 
ner to 18, 

This figure did not take into ac- 
count those high in the nation who 
comitted suicide or were killed ‘‘re- 
sisting arrest’ as Hitler struck fu- 
riously against rebelling subleaders. 

The general situation, outwardly 
calm today, was complicated by reve- 
lation that President Paul von Hin- 
denburg is ill enough to require a 
“major medical council of leading phy- 
sicians at his summer home at 
Neudeck. 

The nearest thing to official con- 
firmation that 10 names were added 
to the list of those executed was a 
statement by Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering, Prussian premier and co- 
purger with Hitler, that “a few 
more” executions would be announced 
soon. 

Nazi quarters in Munich 
that Kerl Zehnter, an innkeeper, and 
Alexander G. Laser, a lawyer, were 
executed today at Stadelheim prison 
“as traitors.” 

Warning by Goebbels. 

The determination of Hitler and his 
colleagues to carry on ruthlessly was 
voiced in a radio speech by Dr. 
Joseph Goebbels, propaganda min- 
ister, in which he warned that “those 
who conspire against the state” are 
“playing with their own heads.” 

Meanwhile, Vice Chancellor von 
Papen, closest friend of Von Hinden- 
burg in the present government, was 
practically under arrest in his own 
private residence, which he had been 
forbidden to leave. 

A thorough investigation of the 
storm troopers found under arrest, 
which included the Berlin special 
staff guard, was promised by Goering. 
He said the public will be thoroughly 
advised of the results of the investi- 
gation. 

Reports tonight from the country 
estate of President Von Hindenburg 
at Neudeck stated that death is not 
regarded as imminent, and indicated 
that the remarkable vitality of the 
veteran field marshal once more is 
baffling his physicians. ~ 

“Will” Rumored. 

When reports of the calling together 
of physicians reached Berlin the 
rumor was quickly revived that Von 
Hendenburg had written a “political 
will,” naming the conservative Von 
Papen as his successor and enjoining 
the army, always faithful to the pres- 
ident, to help him if necessary. 

While Von Papen was at home un- 
der government orders, it was reveal- 
ed that his chief of vice chancellory 
staff, Hubert Von Bose, had killed 
himself yesterday. 

Roehm Executed. 

It was revealed officially that Cap- 
tain Ernst Roehm, cabinet minister 
without portfolio and chief of the 
storm troopers, was summarily exe- 
cuted early yesterday morning when 
Hitler raided his home in Munich. 

A communique stated that he had 
been given the opportunity to “take 
the consequences” of his traitorous 
acts but when he did not do so was 
shot. 

“Take the consequences’ means 
among German officers to commit sui- 
cide, and it was understood the com- 
munique meant Roehm had been given 
an opportunity to kill himself. 

Wouldn’t Honor Him. 

One foreign office spokesman said 
Roehm “pleaded with Hitler that he 
himself shoot him, but the chancellor 
saw no reason why he should honor 
a traitor:by killing him.” 

Two other names were tentatively 
added to the list of those in high 
places who lost their lives when it 
was reported that Herr Von Tschir- 
sky, personal adjutant of Von Papen, 
had killed himself and that Gregor 
Strasser, once a leading nazi organ- 
izer, had been shot. 

Von Papen at Home. 

Von Papen’s exact position was not 
clear, but it was considered signifi- 
cant that while he—the theoretical 
second in command in the reich—was 
ordered to remain in his house. Hit- 
ler held a long conference with Dr. 
Joseph Goebbels. propaganda minister, 
and Herman Wilhelm Goering, pre- 
mier of Prussia. 

Goering’s position appeared to be 
closer to Hitler than ever. since his 
personal assistance yésterday' in 
cleaning up the mutineers among the 
storm troops. 

In the name of his chief he or- 
dered that the storm troopers not as- 
semble again except on orders from 
the chancellor himself, even in civi- 
lian clothes. 

Prolonged Vacation, 

The storm troop organization al- 
ready had been ordered on a vaca- 
tion, starting today. and the belief 
persisted that few if any will be 
called back to duty. 

Berlin and other parts of Germany 
were given a peaceful appearance to- 
day as the reichswehr (regular army) 
was released from emergency orders 
issued yesterday and the number of 
policemen on duty was reduted. 

General Werner von Blomberg. min- 
ister of defense, said the army would 
return to its normal duties. In a ges- 
ture of loyalty to the chancellor a 
detachment of the reichswehr march- 
ed in review before him at the chan- 
cellery today. 

The summoning of the 
council at President Von Hinden- 
burg’s country estate revealed that. 
after initial improvement, his condi- 
tion again had become alarming. 

Few Citizens Watch. 

A few citizens of Berlin went to 
see the review and cheered as the 
goose-stepping reichswehr passed Hit- 
ler, standing at stiff salute. 

Most people, however, spent the day 
wondering what it was all about and 
gathering in the coffee houses to 
whisper among themselves after mak- 
ing sure no government agents were 
present. 

The citizens asked themselves many 
questions in their efforts to interpret 
summary execution of men heretofore 
held up as outstanding exponents of 
the national socialistic principle that 
“the commonwealth comes before pri- 
vate gain.” 

Such questions. as these were asked: 

How could these deposed storm 
troop leaders be executed without 
trial? 

What is behind Hitler’s sudden de- 
cision to clean up the party? 

Did President Von MHindenburg 
know -.what was going on? 

Whom did Goering mean when he 
said he went even beyond Hitler’s in- 
structions and struck at reactionaries 
as well as rebelling storm troopers? 

Did he mean the monarchists? The 
Hohenzollern family? 

One Answered. 


The first question was answered by 
government spoxesmen who explained 
unhesitatingly that the storm troopers 
since last July have been under the 
same rules and regulations as the reg- 
ular army.

Former Crown Prince Freidrich 
Wilhelm remained unmolested in his 
Silesian estate, and neither guards 
nor soldiers were placed in the vicin- 
ity of the Hohenzolern headquarters 
here. 

The whole family appeared to have 
agreed, apparently on orders from the 
former kaiser at Doorn, to say noth- 
ing whatever which could be inter- 
preted to taking sides. 

Prince to Return. 

Some apprehension wys felt over 
the fate of Prince August Wilhelm, 
himself a nazi group leader and a 
close friend of the executed § Karl 
Ernst, but he sent word tonight from 
his villa that he would be back in 
Berlin later.. A reassuring message 
was said to have been sent to him by 
the chancellor. 

Considering the condition of Presi- 
dent Von Hindenburg, it was assum- 
ed that he knew nothing in advance 
of the intention of Hitler to crush the 
mutineers. 

More Names. 

While only eight names of men 
high in the storm troopers have been 
listed as having been executed, there 
were rumors that many others had 
been shot. These were denied by 
the propaganda ministry, which said, 
however, that “some few additional 
names are yet to be published.” 

Whatever may have been the siz- 
nificance of the reichswehr’s activi- 
ties yesterday, army officers were em- 
phatic today in saying that they have 
no intention to interf:re at least un- 
til after Hitler has had a chance to 
set the German house in order.

Some sources saw 
in the move an effort: to sell the 
other European nativuns on the idea 
that Germany needs a bigger army 
and deserves one because the “quasi- 
military” groups are being abandoned. 

May Newcomers. 

Goering intimated that when the 
storm troopers are valled baek to 
duty the newcomers will be excluded 
and only the faithful veterans of the 
pre-third reich days wi'l return to 
uniform. 

With regard to the statement that 
Roehm and General Von Schleicher 
had communications with a “foreign 
power” the general opinion was that 
the reference was to France. 

These men, accotding ‘to this inter- 
pretation, feared that unless 
agreement could be made with France, 
Germany might find uself overrun by 
a “preventive war.” 

In event of the death of President 
Von Hindenburg, an _ eventuality 
dreaded by every decent-minded Ger- 
man, the army may find itself in an 
entirely new situation. 

Von. Papén Not Liked. 

High army officers do not attempt 
to disguise the fact that they do nat 
consider the Von Papen successorship 
a happy ideal. 

To put it mildly, the army would 
come to a grave conflict of conscience 
if it were simultaneously to receive 
two orders, one from Von Papen as 
“heir” to Von Hindenburg and the 
other from Hitler as chancellor. 

Hitler's foreign political force dur- 
ing the next week eager: will have 
much to do with the army’s position 
in event of such an emergency.

(Prepared by Atlanta University.) 
For the second successive year the 
seven institutions of higher learning 
for negroes in Atlanta are conduct- 
ing for the advantage of colored min- 
isters and other religious workers a 


four-week ministers’ imsritution at 
which these ministers are offered a 
program of lectures, class discussions 
and demonstrations covering a wide 
and useful range of knowledge. This 
summer the institute is being held at 
Gammon Theological Seminary and 
700 men and women are enrolled. 
Last year the first of these institutes 
was held at Morehouse College. Next 
year, under the policy of rotation, 
the session will be held at Morris 
Brown College. 

The institute seeks to make avail- 
able to all irrespective of their de- 
nominations and previous academic 
and professional training, a series of 
courses in the elements of ministerial 
training.. The 1934 curriculum ranges 
from a study of the elements of Eng- 
lish composition to a series of lec- 
tures on the social origins of Chris- 
tianity, and includes courses in church 
office organization, hymnology, _re- 
ligious education, missionary educa- 
tion, pastoral theology, rural sociol- 
recreational planning and re- 


In several respects the institute is 
unique. It is the first combined ef- 
fort of this character attempted in 
Its faculty this year in- 
cludes 10 men and women from the 
teaching staffs of five of the co-oper- 
ating institutions, as follows: Three 
from Gammon Theological Seminary. 
three from Morehouse College, two 
from Morris Brown College and one 
each from Spelman College and from 
the Atlanta School of Social Work. 
Among its registrants are persons 
from six states, Georgia, Alabama. 
Tennessee, Oklahoma, Arkansas and 
Floridu. In this student body are 
representatives of eight different de- 
nominational groups, Methodist, Epis- 
copal, Baptist, A. M. 
(Zion) Holiness, C. 
terian and Adventist. 

Enrollment. 

Georgia naturally has contributed 
the largest number of registrants, 
there being 49 enrolled in the insti- 
tute from 20 cities and towns in this 
state. Twelve enrolled from Alabama, 
while one each is registered from Ten- 
nessee, Oklahoma, Arkansas and Flor- 
ida. A number of those registering 
in the instifite came to Atlanta early 
in June to attend the School of Prac- 
tical Methods, which was conducted 
by Gammon Theological Seminary and 
the board of home missions of the 
Methodist Episcopal church prior to 
the opening of the institute, and have 
not stayed for all meetings of the four- 
week session. However, about 35 per- 
sons are regularly attending the daily 
classes and lectures. 

The significance of the institute, ac- 
cording to President Willis J. King, 
president of Gammon _ Theological 
Seminary, is the fact that men and 
women of a number of evangelical 
faiths have gathered together to study 
how they can best minister to their

ag and in doing so have laid 
aside their denominational bias and 
their sectarian viewpoint. The value 
of such an experience cannot be over- 
estimated, he believes, and he feels 
that it will naturally lead to greater 


'tolerance and understanding. The in- 


stitute, furthermore, provides the un- 
derprivileged minister with an oppor 
tunity to improve himself not merely 
as a preacher but as an effective 
worker in his community, It is for 
this reason that the institute stresses 
its work on recreation and program- 
building and emphasizes the study of 
rural sociology. It is the objective of 
the institute, moreover, to help the 
minister to become a more effective 
pastor of his church. An informal 
course in the elements of church or- 
ganization was given this year, in 
which the keeping of church records, 
the creation of a library, the making 
of church budgets and similar subjects 
were considered. A lecture course in 
pastoral theology is being offered, 
which seeks to create a better under- 
standing of the functions of the pas- 
toral office, of the pastor as a friend 
and his relations to his church. 

Realization of the necessity of en- 
riching the life of the negro minis- 
ter and thereby that of his people has 
not been forgotten.in the building of 
the curriculum of the summer school. 
Two hours a week are being devoted 
to a study of hymnology with a view 
of helping pastors to gain a fuller ap- 
preciation of the great value of hymns 
and hymn singing in Christian life 
and worship. To acquaint the preach- 
ers with some of the beauty and pow- 
er that is to be found in the works 
of the greatest poets a lecture course 
in the religious teaching of the poets 
is being given.

The past spring brought even more 
talk than usual about the weather. 
In vast areas of central Canada, and 
in half the states of the United 


States, drouth made farmers fearful 
about their crops. There was reason 
to fear. The long dry spell brought 
damage to grain and other growing 
things in an area of more than 2,000,-

height worthy of note. One kind of 
cactus in Arizona reaches a height of 
more than 35 feet. 

Drouths in the past have been fol- 
lowed by years of normal rainfall, so 
we need have no_ special fear 
“change of climate.” It is interesting, 
however, to figure what would hap- 
pen if every year in the future proved 
as dry as 1934 

That would mean smaller crops, 
and the drouth area could not sup- 
port so many people as at present. 
People live where the rain falls. They 
live in dry places, too. but not in 
nearly such large numbers. Arizona 
is a healthful state, but with close to 
114,000 square miles of land it has a 


population today of hardly 450,000— 


four to the square mile. : 

Nevada, another dry state, is not 
so healthful as Arizona. It has an 
average of less than one person to the 
Compare that with 
California, which has 36 persons to 
the square mile. 

Irrigation, the giving of water to 
dry places, has turned desert lands 
into gardens; and is man’s answer 
to lack of rain over a period of many 
years. River dams are built, canals 
are dug, and the thirsty soil is given 
enough to drink. 

If the drouth area should have the 
same ill fortune year after year, there 
would be mighty efforts to make irri- 
gation take the place of rainfall; but 
the chances are that Nature will be 
more kind in the future than during 
1934.

Pittman, of Cartersville, one of Gov- 
erhor Eugene Talmadge’s two oppo- 
nents for re-election, has charged was 


obtained through Charles E. Stewart, 
a Talmadge supporter with whom 
Pittman had a near clash in Atlanta 
last week. 

Dr. Gibson said that Stewart had 
nothing to do with the pardon for 
Knowles, adding that he took charge 
of the case at the request of a num- 
ber of prominent Macon women. The 
Bibb county official said that he was 
not taking sides in the governor's race 
but was making the affidavit in jus- 
tice to Stewart. The affidavit fol- 
lows: 

“Georgia. Bibb gg 

“Personally appeared before the un- 
dersigned authority, Gibson, 
who, on oath, deposes and says that 
he has been a practicing physician for 
50 years; that he has been county phy- 
sician for Bibb county 30-odd years, 
and that he is personally well ac- 
quainted with Sam Knowles and has 
known him for six or seven years. 

“That said Sam Knowles has been 
on the Bibb county chain gang six 
or seven years and in the opinion 
of deponent he was one of the best 
prisoners he has ever known. Some 
time the first part of this year some 
Christian ladies of this county, who 
were very much interested in the pa- 
role of Mr. Knowles, came to deponent 
and asked his assistance. Deponent 
went up to Atlanta, called at the 
prison commission’s office, and asked 
for the records in the Knowles case. 
Deponent found in that record a num- 
ber of very strong letters in his be- 
half. One of the strongest that im- 
pressed deponent most was from his 
mother-in-law. This letter urged 
clemency in very strong and appealing 
terms. Knowles was cnarged with the 
murder of his wife. The letter im- 
pressed deponent very much of his in- 
nocence. Deponent, therefore, made 
up his mind to help said. Knowles 
gain his freedom. : 

“Later deponent went before the 
prison commission, ax said Knowles 
had no money whatever to pay bim 
or an attorney. and deponent paid his 
own expenses in said trips to Atlanta 
and back. He did not receive a cent 
and never expected to receive any- 
thing. The prison tommission very 
promptly and unanimously recom- 
mended his parole. Deponent then 
went before Governor Talmadge in 
behalf of Knowles. After the gover- 
nor reviewed the entire record and 
was convinced that the conviction was 
obtained on circumstantial evidence 
solely, and in view of Knowles’ good 
record and in view of the recommen- 
dation of the prison commission, the 
governor was convinced that the ends 
of justice would be met by placing 
Knowles on parole. 

“Judge Pittman, in his speech at 
Augusta Friday night, June 29, made 
the statement that Mr. Charles E. 
Stewart was responsible for the Sam 
Knowles parole. Deponent wants to 
say that this statement of Judge Pitt- 
man is erroneous, for the reason that 
Mr. Charles FE. Stewart had nothing 
on earth to do with this case and has 
never had anything to do with it. 

*“Deponent is taking no part in the 
governors race in oehalf of either 
candidate for the gevernorship, but 
this affidavit is made in justice to Mr. 
Charles E. Stewart.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 1.—Every 
young writer can write a prize-win- 
ning novel, Caroline Miller believes. 
Mrs. Miller should be an authority, 
for her “Lamb in His Bosom” won 
the 1934 Pulitzer prize for the best 
novel of the year. 


The 30-year-old Baxley (Ga.) house- 
wife, here for the national convention 
of Theta Sigma Phi, national honor- 
ary fraternity for women in jour- 
nalism, explains: 

ey can write a prize-winning 
novel, - = ~ “oe do what 
you want to do. e Lamb’ 
that, believe me.’ sfetes 

“I. never had a lesson in writing,” 
she continued. “‘The Lamb’ was in 
me, and I had to write it. When you 
write, as I did, with your heart’s 
blood, don’t worry about what people 
say. When critics assail me, do you 
know what I tell them? ‘Go and write 
one yourself.” The mere physical 
achievement of stringing 100,000 words 
together means much. ’ 

“Folks ask me how in the world 
I ever found time to write a novel 
with thrée children, a boy of seven 
and twin boys of five. That's easy. 
How do other women find time to 
play bridge four hours a day? It’s 
all a matter of choice. There are 
too many. lovely things in this world 
to do them all justice. So we do what 
we want most to do. I mean we do, 
if we once quit dabbling and get down 
to work. I wanted to write. So I 
deleted. bridge and book clubs. Bax- 
ley—believe it or not—has two, and. 
when the boys were out playing, I 
wrote. 

“The reaction of the town was 
amusing. For years I had been point- 
ed out as the ‘lady with the twins.’ 
Then I became still more of a freak. 
Folks pointed me out with even great- 
er interest. ‘Look, there’s the lady 
that’s writing a book!’ Now they 
are still more, for by some weird math- 
ematics and rumor they have multi- 
plied many times what I am getting 
paid for my book. Now the whisper 
is, ‘Look, that’s Carrie Miller. She 
gets $750 every day for a book she 
wrote! 

“Don’t let people tell you there is 
no drama in your life, or that your 
surroundings are too colorless for noy- 
el material. If you can’t find the 
novel in someone else's life, look into 
your own. Don’t let them fool you. 
They told me no one was interested 
in south Georgia, that dialeet was out 
of style, that I was too far from the 
publishers. I didn’t mind that. Now 
I am convinced that it is not plots or 
ideas that are needed, but writers! 
Perhaps you don’t have any Georgia 
pines to write about, but there is 
something else quite as lovely in your 
life, I am certain of that. There 
never was another you. Write the 
way you feel it. 

“If I ever had a sermon to preach, 
it would be the same one twice Sun- 
day and again on prayer meeting 
night. The text would be from Shel- 
ley’s ‘Ode to the West Wind,’ the part 
that goes like this: 

“Scatter, as from an unextinguished 
hearth, 

Ashes and sparks, my words among 
mankind! , 

Be — my lips to unawakened

I 
must, some time or other touch just 
a wee bit of his sacred universe!” 

Mrs. Miller has made $6,000 on 
her book so far and it looks as if 
she were just starting. The publish- 
er recently advised her that 10,000 
books were sold during the first two 
weeks after the prize announcement 
was made. The book, which is now 
in its ninth edition, sells for $2.50 
since it became a prize winner. Be- 
fore that it sold for $2. Her royalty 
is 15 per cent. 

She has just sold the English rights 
to a London publisher. Her contract 
calls for 100 pounds on the day the 
book is published and the usual royal- 
ties. Two motion picture companies 
are considering the book for the mov- 
ies. 

When asked what contemporary 
novelists she most enjoyed. Mrs. Mill- 
er answered first with the name of 
Sigrid Undset. Norwegian novelist, 
and followed it less enthusiastically 
with Edna Ferber, Thomas Wolfe and 
Theodore Dreiser. Among the other 
writers she spoke lovingly of Dick- 
ens. Thackeray and Victor Hugo. 

Did she fear the flashiness of be- 
ing a prize winner, as regards her 
future success? 

“It is inevitable.” she concluded 
thoughtfully. “that this first success is 
sensational and will he sustained only 
by honest and worthy work. That 
is why I am not going to hurry about 
my next hook. I am still too excited 
to do really good work, but I am 
anxious to get back and get some of 
the ideas running through my mind 
into my notebooks. I shall wait un- 
til IT am as deenlv moved as T was 
when I wrote ‘The Lamb.’ then I 
shall he ready with another book. 
and I hope it will be a better one.”

A white sauce may 
be used instead of tomato sauce. 

Tomato Sauce: One cup tomatoes, 
1-4 cup water, 1 teaspoon sugar, 1 
tablespoon fat, 2 tablespoons flour, 
1-4 small onion, chopped fine, 1-2 
teaspoon salt. Cook tomatoes, onion, 
sugar, water and salt together for five 
minutes. Rub through a coarse 
sieve. Melt fat. and flour and blend 
thoroughly. Add tomato mixture 
slowly, stirring constantly. Cook un- 
til it thickens.

NEW YORK, July 1.—The merger 
of the Cunard and White Star lines, 
effective today, welded together into 
one company 616,000 tons of shipping, 
making. the new company, which is 
called Cunard and White Star Lim- 
ited, the largest trans-Atlantic ship- 
ping combination. There are 25 ships 
in the fleet, led by the Majestic and 
Berengaria. 


The following vessels comprise the 
combined fleet: Berengaria, Majestic, 
Aquitania, Olympic. Mauretania, 
Homeric, Britannic, Franconia, Geor- 
gic, Carinthia, Adriatic, Samaria, 
Scythia, Laconia, Albertic, Laurentic, 
Doric, Calgaric, Lancastria, Andania, 
Antonio, Ausonia, Alaunia, Ascania, 
Aurania. 


In the new company two of Eng- 
land’s oldest lines will be merged. The 
Cunard Line ships first went to sea 
in 1840, the Britannia of that day be- 
ing the first steamship to sail across 
the Atlantic on a regular schedule: 
she registered 1,156 tons. The White 
Star Line was founded in 1869 and 
is now 65 years old, Their first ship 
was the ‘Oceanic, of 3,807 tons regis- 
ter.

“win either the national open or amateur. Bobby Jones was 22 
when he began putting together his almost unbelievable string 
of victories in the world’s major tournaments. 


THE NATIONAL AMATEUR. 

Our British cousins, bless their little hearts, are indulging 
in some rather rude chuckling at our expense. 

: For years we complained at the British system of 
conducting the amateur golf championship. It consisted 

of a jungle of 18-hole matches into which the competi- 

tors plunged. Two of them emerged, finally, into the 

rest and calm of a 36-hole final. 

This was an arrangement which added to the ~ general 
hilarity. But the best golfer rarely won it" The reasons were 
obvious. One of the best ones was that the best golfer had 
“to face a series of matches in which he could not afford to bear 

down for any particular one. He was facing a series of op- 
ponents who were shooting the works, so to speak. At least 
one or two of them, usually three, were as hot as the proverbial 
firecracker with the result that the best golfer was usually pic- 
tured similing wanly congratulating some dumbfounded op- 
‘ponent who went on to lose in the next match to some fellow 
named Joe by about a 7 and 6 score. 

After years of protesting our august U. S. G. A. 
suddenly switched over and adcpted the English system. 
This amused the English golf writers and golfers no 
little. They referred to us once more as those daffy 
Americans. 

They took our government loans and kept the money and 
we take their golf system. I imagine we are stung again, but 
it will be more fun. 

_ There is no outstanding amateur. Lawson Little, 

after his victory in the British amateur, managed to play 

some marvelous: golf in the latter rounds of our own 
open to finish as low amateur.

AIR POLICY GROUP 
GIVEN WIDE FIELD 


Committee To Consider 
Greatly Varied List of | 
Aviation Problems. 


WASHINGTON, July 1—(®)— 
Problems .of policy ranging from the 
future for dirigibles to the proposed 
changes in airplane subsidies will 
claim the attention of the new avia- 
tion committee when it meets here 
two weeks hence. 

The questions have been in the 
making for a period predating the 
World War. It was to frame a defi- 
nite policy toward the aviation indus- | 
try, beth commercial. and military, 
‘that Mr. Roosevelt named the com- 
mittee. 

Heading it is Clark Howell Sr., | 
publisher of the Atlanta (Ga.) Con-, 
stitution, who once before was called | 
upon to study transportation problems | 
of the nation. He served on the na- 
tional transportation committee named | 
by the late President Coolidge. | 

The transportation phase of the | 
aircraft industry is one of the major. 
subjects awaiting the study of the 
committee. The growth of airlines 
has come within the last half decade. 
At present, such governmental regu- 
lation as exisfs reposes in“the bureau 
of aeronautics of the commerce de- 
partment. Other carrier systems op- 
erating within the country and across 
State boundaries come within the 
jurisdiction of the interstate com- | 
merce commission. Suggestions have. 
been made that a separate agency be | 
established te regulate the common! 
carriers of the air.

VALDOSTA. Ga.. July 1.—Latest | 
estimates, based on recent surveys of | 
the crop condition. place the Georgia 
tobacco crop for this season as low 
s 35,000,000 pounds, the smallest in 
the state's history after the establish- 
ment of the tobacco growing industry. 


Plantings for the season were made. 
on a basis of a crop of approximately | 
42,000,000 pounds, a figure set by the | 
government through its contracts with 
growers. It was believed at that time 
that a yield of that size, of fair aver- 
age quality, eould be produced and 
brought around to a 2l-cent averaxe. 
The crop got off to a bad start, and 
growing conditions have not improved 
since then, on the whole.
